Ottawa, Dec. 4. — Mr. Mulock does not 
anticipate any trouble from the poBtal 
union about the reduction of Canadian 
postage to any part of the Etnpire, He 
say a the matter ia one of purely domestic 
concern. Canada takes all the receipts 
for mail matter going out, and hence is 
reaponsible for any reductions made, 
The formal notice fising the new rate 
appears to-day in the Canada Gazette, 
as follows: There shall be charged and 
paid a uniform rate of 3 cents per ounce 
weight, a fraction of an ounce being 
chargeable as an ounce, upon all letters 
as transmitted from any point in Can- 
ada to any point in the United Kingdom 
or British poa9eaaion8> This recom- 
mendation ehall come into force and 
take effect from and after 1st of January 
next." 

The October trade returns wore iasned 
only to-day. It is stated that no re- 
turns liave been received from Vancou- 
ver since June. Tlie exports for the 
four months show an increase of -$15,- 
500,000, chiefly in agricultural products 
and animals and their produce. The 
imports increased ^1, 125.000. 

It is expected that the appointment 
of Mr. Langelier, M.P., as lieutenant- 
governor of Quebec will be made shortly.

DISTBBSSED BBITISH INDUSTBY. 

Engineering, Railway and Cotton Operatives 
Facing Bitter Want Through 
Strikes. 

London, Dec. 4. — Tho fact that the 
engineers' conference has ended in a 
fiasco ia ho aurpriae, though much re- 
gretted; The extreme gravity of the 
situation csinnot; be over-estimated. The 
address in which the delei;atea of the 
strikers submit the resalts to the mem- 
bers of the unions is most diaratiraging. 
It emphasises tbeir opinion that the con- 
ditions the employers are resolved to ex- 
act strike at the very root of tho most 
cherished principles of trades unionism. 

In conclusion it says : "Nothing but 
the eeneo of the eacrifices which the 
quarrel has already irnposed upon our 
foUow-laborera could have induced ua to 
submit proposals of eucti 'a humiliating 
cliarocter for consideration." The all- 
pervading idea is to substitute indi- 
vidual bargaining for the collective 
principles of unionism. The ballots of 
the unions are returnable on December 
13, but the general opinion ia that the 
employers' conditions will be rejected 
overwhelmingly, in which case, it is 
almoat needleas to point out, distress 
will confront hundreds of thousands 
this winter, which promises to be un- 
usually severe. 

The whole aspect of the industrial 
world is most depressing. In addition 
to the engineering troubles, the amalga- 
moted society of railway servanta has 
issued strike notices to 120,000 of its 
members. Tho cotton industry is also 
threatened with paralysis and the con- 
tending factions are adamant, the men 
utterly refusing to arbitrate.

STREET CABS COLLIDE. 

Three Killed and Others Injured on a De- 
troit Suburban Line. 

Detroit, Dec. 4. — Two cars on the De- 
troit, Birmingham and Fontiac anbnrb- 
an electric railway collided this after- 
noon at the foot of the Trowbridge hill 
grade, about seven miles from Birming- 
ham, killing three persons and seriously 
injuring as many others. The dead are ; 
John Savage, superintendent of the road ; 
Charles M. Whitehead, rnotorman, and 
Mrs. John Dotey of Pontine. Those se- 
riously injured are: Thomas Maglen, a 
stonemason, of Poutiac, and Frank Mc- 
Ciie, street railway employee, badly in- 
jured internally. 

The foggy atmosphere added to the 
danner from icy rails and caused the 
accident. The two cars started from the 
top of opposite hills at full speed and 
crashed into each other with such force 
that one was driven almost entirely 
through the other. It is evident that 
there was some mistake in the orders.

MANITOBA AND KOBTHWEST. 

Business of the Legislature— Grain Freight 
Rates Increased— An Unfortunate

LoNiJO.v, Dec. 4. — International ques- 
tions have been temporarily overshadow- 
ed by the gravity of the situation in 
Austria, where things are) as gloomy as 
imaginable. In addition to the influence 
of a civil war, the next few hours may 
possibly witness a historic revolution in 
the relations between Austria and Hun- 
gary, which means the reconstruction of 
the map of Europe. It is hardly an ex- 
aggeration to say that tho factions are 
drawn up like contending armies. Tho 
Germans have appealed to their com- 
patriots on both aides of tho frontier, 
and are apparently prepared to run all 
risks to keep the hated Czechs in 
subjection. The Czechs make no 
secret of the fact that their final 
aim is to abolish the dual empire and 
make it a triple empire by placing Bo- 
hemia on an equal footing with Austria 
and Hungary. To grant these demands 
would set Hungary on fire. Apparently 
the only chance of escape is that the per- 
sonal ascendancy of the old Emperor will 
again enable him to solve an apparently 
impossible situation. Failing in that, 
the reichsrath will be dissolved and a 
reign 'of. absolutism will begin inAiis-' 
tria and' technically Hungary will have 
resumed her independence, the first step 
towards a federate as distinguished from 
a dual Austro-Hungarian monarchy. 



aBEAT BBITAIN ALEBT. 

Parliament Will Readily Vote tbe Cost pt 
Increasing tbe Navy. 

London, Dec. 4.-rThe army bill will 
take precedence over all others in tbe 
coming session of the British parliament, 
and the government is preparing to 
force the measure through before Easter. 
The increased amounts, required will 
probably exceed any budget . surpliis 
which may exist, but there wilKbe no 
objection. The question ofyCraising, a 
larger army for Gieat^ Britain is the 
topic of the hour, and even the bogey of 
the possibility of anrinvasion has been 
raised. 



GERMANY'S NAVY BILL. 

The Proposed Expenses Will Meet With 
Bitter Opposition— Emperor's Course 
Freely Criticised. 

Berlin, Dec. 4, — Politically this has 
been a very lively week in Germany, the 
opening of the reichstag being first 
feature of importance with the Chinese 
question a good second. When be made 
his speech from the throne on Tuesday, 
Emperor William had everything ar- 
ranged to render the scene impressive. 
On the landing on the stairs hung a 
colossal paintings showing the Emperor 
taking the oath in presence of tho same 
reicbstag, but the eflfect produced was 
inadequate. Tho majority of the dele- 
gates on leaving the caatlo openly and 
vigorously criticised the speech. 

The Cologne Volks /eitung comment- 
ing on the wliole scene eays : "There is 
a chasm between the Emperor and the 
nation's representatives." Continuing, 
the paper reminds his Majesty that 
since'his accession the empire s debt has 
been increased by 1,600,000,000 marks, 
almost exclusively for military ana 
naval purposes. " Where does this lead 
to?" asks the paper. 

The reichstag will stand or fall on the 
two important bills introduced by the 
government on the openini: day, tho 
naval bill and tho bill for reform of 
military trials, and neither will pass in 
the present shape. That may be safely 
predicted. From the talk of leaders, it 
is ijuito evident that theopjjoeition lo the 
governmeni'e bills will not be overcome. 
The centre party objects to the naval 
bill chiefly on acconnt of the septennato 
features, which would curtail the reich- 
stag's constitutional prerogatives and 
bind the successors of the present reich- 
stag during their legislative period of 
five years. The socialist and radical 
factions, however, principally object to 
the bill on account of the enormous ex- 
pense. 

The Tagblatt says: "How shall we 
characterize tbe condnot of a government 
which dares to put such a bill before the 
I people's representatives."

Pabis, Dec. -i. — The case of Dreyfua 
/ was diecuBsed in the chamber of depu- 
ties to-day and oocaaionally pave rise to 
boated utterances. A. good majority of 
the deputiee, however,, sustained the 
candid stand taken by tlio govertimeut. 
M. Andre Castelan, editor of theCocarde 
. end formacly one at the warm euppor> 
tera of the late General Boulanger, 
brought up the matter, asking Premier 
Meline to reaaauro the public, eapeoialiy 
the army, on th«Bubjeot; to which the 
premier replied; " There is no Dreyfus 
(kSair and cannot be." 

'Continuing the premier explained tliat 
the investigation into the Esterfiaxy af- 
fair had resulted in pkcing him in tlie 
handa of a military court, a step, he 
added, which In no way prejudiced the 
tinalityof the verdict, which wag neither 
for the f'OKcmment nor for the chambar 
to deal with. In the, meantime (;ood cit- 
izens Bhould respect the nutbority of th'3 
judgment given. Ho deplored the desire 
to make the ciuestion a politicai one, sad 
expreeaed the hope that this etatem'snt 
would end a poloEiic war which had al- 
ready lasted too long. 

The Comte de Mul, the clerical leader, 
expreeeed regret at the fact that the 
minister of war. General Bilot, was not 
present to defend the army -wlxose chief 
of etaff was attacked. Tbie remark 
brought fortk loud cheering and the 
eeaai^n of the chamber was for a time 
Euapended while awaitieg the arrival of 
the minister of war wbo wa s eiiminoned 
to appear. When the minLfiter arrived 
h« 'spoke 'la decidedly ^varm tocefl. 
Among other thiniJB he Bald: " Drej'fus 
has been ccndemned,; Drey-fua is guilty." 
The minister of wer rej-.eated the re- 
marks of the premier coacerning F-ster- 
fcazy, and the proceedings ended with 
ithe Lieneral expreasing regret at the fact 
'that he had no means of dealing with 
'the "Celuinniea against the ctief of 
■Btafi," and calling upon Che chamber to 
■ Bssiat in bringisig the odiou-o cam 
paign " to an end. 

Sevea reaolutioaa were proposed, that 
of M. Jamil, arepublican, "T^at tha 
chamber, declaninx thatit has no bnai- 
neas to interveoe in a qceation 'of judi- 
cial character, passea to •the order ot tke 
day'," feeing rejected by a- vote ©f 147 to 
102. 

The Comte tie Mul'c motion, "Tfcat 
the chamber ia confidant tho govern' 
ment will take Bteps to end the odious 
campaign against the army,"" waa <ie 
feated by.2C2 to 2-14 vctea. 

The next naotion waa that cf M. Henri 
de Lavertujon, republican, in aubatacice, 
"That the ciiamber rreapecting a ;jr.dg- 
meut pasaed and ayinpathizing witli the 
homage renclered to the army by the 
minister of \rar, paseos to the order of 
the day." "M. Meline, premier, eup 
ported thia resolutioB and it waa aooord 
ed priority fey a vote of 372 to 13G. The 
•first eectioE was adopted by 523 to 18 
voles. An amendment approving of the 
declaration -of the minister of war waa 
adopted. 

As a resalt of some hot words ex 
changed during the debate, M. -Joseph 
Beincb, repnDuca&, a well known news 
paper man and author, and editor of the 
Eepublique Francaise, sent hia aeconda 
to iM. Milleraud, socinliet republican, 
and editor of the Petit Eepublique Fran- 
caise". A duel with pistols has been 
arranged <o take place between them. 
M. Reinch has already fought duels with 
M. Maguiw and Paul de Boulede. 

The military governor of Paris, Gen- 
eral Sauseier, has ordered the formation 
of a court uiarlinl to pxamine into the 
charges against Count Ferdinand \Valsin 
Eeterhazy, tlie retired major -of the 
French army, who ia accused of writing 
the letter whieb brought about the sen- 
tencing of Alfred Dreyfua to imprison- 
ment for life. The Journal aaya the de- 
cision of General Saassier ie baaed on the 
report of General Pallieux, who was ap- 
pointed by the minister of war to ex- 
amine into ttiu charges brought against 
Count Esterbazy, and which is as fol- 
lows :

She boarded the steamer without delayand 
went at once to Iter stateroom, where she 
remained in close seclusion until the fol- 
lowing 'uornin!.- the steamer then be- 
ing well on In-.- way up the California 
•const. On the j-mniing following the stew 
nvd, while maki-ig liis rouiwl of inspection, 
visiter staterooi'u 12, and in tho iisual per 
funtory way ad<lresseil the oscnpunt 
and asked alter her welfare. The an 
swers he greceived and the actions 
and manners of the passengers aroused 
liis^ uspicioita to such am extent that he 
notttietl fucspr Nuttiuan that ho be- 
lieved " Jlrtj. Hudson " was a man njiis- 
qutradiiig 'in woniaiCy (^iDthes. Acting 
on this itironnation the inirsur visited 
tJ'-.' bupp.^ied lady jiasseofjor, who wa; 
fo.-cect to sdinit, leiuct.r.ntly enough, that lu 
v.as a aiaii. He said his name was Koylt 
end that i.e had adopted the ilisguise in or 
•der to enable liim to escape an enemy who 
-souKht his life. He told liis story hesitat 
ingly and seemed morn than anxious to 
escape ttie crosa-quesHontng to which Nntt- 
man suldjected him. On the following day 
Doyle appeared on deck clad in shabby 
male apparel. He avoided his fellow pa.ss- 
eni;ersf.nd declincHl to hold converse with 
those who sought to enter into friendly 
intercourse with hini. In tho meantinfe 
tho pivrser iscortained that Doylo had no 
bagga.ne on board the steamer other tlian|tli 
sniali bundle that had evidently contained 
the suit of male attire. Al'tor passing 
through the straits Doyle approached the 
purser and asked the cost of passage from 
Victoria to Ssattle.

M'KINLEY'S DYING MOTHER. 

The President's Duty Calls Him From Her 
Bedside— An AfTecting Scene. 

Canton, Ohio, Dhc. 1.— Sadder Bcenes 
have soldoai been witneaaed than those 
surrounding the leave-taking of Presi- 
dent McKinley from his dying mother 
this afternoon. The carriage was early 
announced to convey him to the special 
car at PennBylvania'depot, awaiting the 
arrival of ''the' regular east-bound 
train, but to the very last possible 
moment the President remained at the 
old homestead. Before leaving the 
house he and other members of 
family went to the bedside of bis dying 
mother. He looked at her long, spoke 
to her lovingly, and stooped and tenderly 
kissed her. There was no response, no 
movement to indicate that she recog- 
nized her son. With feelings of the 
deepest emotion lie at last left the room. 
The President left Canton at 2:05 o'clock 
this morning. Ho has definitely nr- 
rnnged to return to Canton on Tuesday 
morning, leaving Washington on Mon- 
day as soon as he has completed his 
duties in counection with the opening of 
congress. 

The President must be present in per- 
son for the opening of a eession of con- 
gress to receive the joint committees in 
the two houBes, and until this committee 
has waited on the President and re- 
ceived his communication the re- 
gular buBlnesa of congreaa can- 
not proceed.

It will now he in order, 1 think, for 
those newspapers above referred to to 
lead an attack upon the above-named 
presidents and vice-presidents, particu- 
larly upon Sir Uichard Cartwright, who, 
as is well known, is now the power be- 
hind the throne in financial matters at 
Ottawa, and who, if any legislation were 
required for the assistance of invest- 
ment or trust corporations, could pull 
the wires better than any other living 
man. 

Further, as Sir Richard Cartwright is 
known to be a fairly rich man, he is not 
in the same position as many others 
would be of requiring the position to add 
to his income. " Consibtkncy."

in the New Year 
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THE ATTACKS ON THE FRE.VIER 

The aavageneaa of the attacks made 
upon the Premier in connection with the 
companiea with which hie name haa becu 
aaEOciated is a very pal])ablo evidence o£ 
the weakneBS of the opposition criticiBin 
in other reapecta. liia provincial con 
sors, stimulated by tlio remarks of a 
number of British papers, v.hoBe writers 
are neceaaarily very badly informed on 
the sabject, are concentrating! their 
efforts to make it appear that he has 
been guilty of a grave fault. It is ro- 
markable, to say the least, that the crux 
of the faultfindiug does act relate to any 
wrong doing or improper methods on the 
part of the compaaies with' which M 
Turner's name is connected. Hia crime 
appears to be in being connected with 
them at all. It is not suggested that he 
has acquired an interest in these com- 
panies by dishonorable means, or that 
hia name is being used dishonorably 
or that he has done anything that would 
rob him of bis good name as an indi- 
vidaal or as a public man. The criti 
ciama are loud, and full of invective of the 
Btrongest kind, but windy and Pharisaical 
in the highest degree. 

If it is to be lield that a man may not 
take advantage of legitimate opportunity 
in connection with enterprises in which 
BO many are engaging, becanae he bap 
pens to be Premier, then we have reach 
ed the stage in politics when it is neces 
sary to revise the whole code of public 
ethics. It will be necessary for the firm 
of Turner, Eeeton & Company to be dis 
solved and the name of Turner wholly 
removed from the signboard; becaueo 
there ia not a whit of difference between 
Mr. Tamer selling anppliea for the KIod' 
dyke aa Turner, Beeton & Company and 
hia propoaal to engage in the KloU' 
dyke business as a member of a company 
formed in England for that purpose 

There is only a alight distinction, and 
that one of degree, in the privileges of 
any public man and therefore the eflect 
of such pronouncement has a very wide 
ecope« Mr. Templeman, as senator, must 
cease connection with the publication 
which is benefiting by what business 
activity the Klondyke rush is creating, 
for he ia sharing in whatever proflts his 
political standing and influence bring 
to that paper in the way of patronage 
He must withdraw hia name from the 
directorate with which it baa been aaso 
ciated. 

Mr, Boatock, the proclaimed political 
Moses of Britiah Columbia, muat, if in- 
deed he is not already much disposed in 
that direction, close hia purse strings to 
<lemanda for varioua newspaper enter 
prisea and dispose of his Kaslo and Kam- 
ioopa municipal bonds. Mr. Cotton, as 
would-be dictator of the Mainland, was 
very wrong indeed to have associated 
himself with so many busineea enter^ 
prises as promoter and shareholder 
There may even l)e doubts as to the jiro' 
priety of Mr. Semlin continuing to 
" ranche," for the fact that he does can* 
not but have a material effect in influ- 
encing the support he receives from liis 
neighbora. 

What can we say of the stimulus given 
to Col, Domville'a Klondyke company 
by bis party prestige and the Ijooat given 
it by hia close political relationship with 
Sir Louis Divies? Muat Hon. David 
Mills and Sir Oliver Mowat relinquish 
the prealdeney of the large monetary cou' 
cerna to which they have been elected 
on account of their public prominence 
and high reputation for integrity? Is 
the memory of Hon. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie and Sir Jolin Macdonald to 
be consigned to iniquitous obliv 
ion becauae they, too, allowed them- 
selvea to occupy such positions? 
Was Hon. Edward Blake recreant to his 
sense of honor because he accepted a re- 
tainer from the CP. K. while leader of 
Her Majesty's oppcaition? What of 
nearly every public man in Great Brit- 
ain, in ofilce or out of ofhco, who is 
president or director of one or more large 
financial corporationa and whose name 
figures in every published atatement of 
such companiea? 

Where is this novel code of ethica to 
land UB, if the name of no public man ia 
to bo used in connection with busiueea 
enterprises? A position of pnblioprom- 
inonce affords opportunitiea to every 
man, from which nearly every one, 
good or bad, reaps advantages. It is one 
of the incidental rewards of the position 
and which, uulesa public men after the 
example of somojeccleaiustical orders re- 
nounce all material gain, ia inseparable 
from their position. If sacrifice and 
iielf-abnegation are to be planks of the 



new political platform, we are glad to 
know it. It reveals a now and unex- 
pected phase in the character of the op- 
position. We would prefer, however, 
before accepting it as settled to see it 
specifically inaerted in that thing called 
a platform ; becauae as yet it forms no 
part, not even inferentially, of that re- 
markable docum<!nt. 

We had always been led to uaderstand 
that the names of public men in high 
standing associated with monetary oper- 
ations, so far from being objectionable, 
are regarded as a guarantee of good faith. 
Of course if a company abuses the 
poaaesaioa of the names of responsible 
and reputable men and seeks to do wrong 
under the guise of their reapeotability, 
it ia bad for both its patrons and the 
public ; but of such wo have aeon no 
evidence in the instances in question. 

In an interview with Mr. Turner, 
which we publiah to-day, that gentle- 
man in his own quiet, way puts an en- 
tirely new face on the subject and dig- 
poaes of the whole case of his opponents 
who have been directing this recent oa- 
slaught against him; We think the 
matter can safely be left in the hands of 
the public to jiuigo of its merita. The 
attacks are very likely to have the 
eflect of a boomerang. Tlio above ob- 
servations also apply to the atricturea 
upon Hon. Mr. Pooley. 



MOSES. 

Among the heroic figures which stand 
out in aharp relief against the back- 
ground of hiatory, none is grander than 
that of the great Jewish lawgiver. Ex- 
cept Jesua Christ, no name can be men- 
tioned that stands for more to humanity 
than that of Moses. In whatever aspect 
ho ia regarded, as diplomatist, leader, 
legislator and social economist, he stands 
peerless among men. For thirty-flve 
hundred years the world has responded 
to the impulse of his genius. No man 
ever knew the site of his grave, but of 
him it can bo said with more truth than 
of any other that he built for himself a 
monument more lasting than braas and 
more lofty than the greatest of the pyra- 
mids. Looking back across the vista of 
centuries that have elapsed since be 
closed his marvellous career, hia figure 
is seen in magnificent isolation, liki:; ii 
great mountain top viewed from li o 
ocean, which seems to belong moru to 
heaven than to earth. 

The personal history of Moses is 
familiar to every one. Doubtless tra- 
ditionbassurrounded it with manydetaila 
of doubtful authenticity. Hero worship 
haa not changed much within the memory 
of man. We know that it surrounds tlie 
lives of the world's great sons with 
myths of all kinds. The greater part of 
the career of Napoleon, for example, lies 
within the past one hundred yeara, but 
we know that the Napoleonic myths are 
almost innumerable. W<> can readily 
understand how a highly imaginative 
people like the Jews would associate 
witli the name of Moses many things 
which are either pure fiction or else gross 
exaggerations. Besides the Bible, there 
ia a vast mass of Jewish and Moalem 
literature treating of his life. It is prod- 
igal of marvellous stories, and itwould 
bo neither profitable nor instructive to 
attempt to sift the wheat from the chaff. 
A few salient facts may be taken as es- 
tablished and these are sufllcient for the 
purpose of this article. 

After the children of Israel had been 
in bondage four luiudrad yeara, Moaea 
was born of a slave father and mother, 
Wiien we reflect upon the low stage of 
humanity to which the Jews had fallen, 
aa was exemplified later by tlieir desire 
to return to serfdom, when we consider 
the depreasing effect of prolonged slavery 
upon any people, how it crushes out all 
that is noble, courageous and aggressive 
ia a man, we will the better appreciate the 
nature of the beginning of hia career. 
Ho waa educated in Pharaoh's court, as 
the result of a happy accident. What 
appears to be reliable history tells us 
that not only did he become " skilled in 
all the learning of the Egyptians," but 
he was a akillul general as well, gaining 
signal victories for Pharaoh's forces. It 
is not easy to understand how a man 
with such a reputation and ataiidinfjc in 
such favor at the court should have been 
compelled to fiee from Euypc merely be 
cause he had killed an overseer of slaves. 
There is clearly a break in the narrative 
at this point, but what wo are moat con- 
cerned with ia the fact that he forsook 
all that Egypt had to ofl'er him and fled 
into the wilderneaa of Arabia, where he 
became a shepherd. Here he received 
the inspiration to become a deliverer of 
hia people. He returned to Egypt 
and began a series of negotiations with 
Pharaoh, that finally resulted in his be 
ing allowed to lead the laraolites out 
into the desert of Arabia, We find him 
iu consequence, at nearly sixty years of 
age, at tne head of a boat numbering 
about two and a half millions of men, 
women and children, every one of whom 
had been born in slavery, and whose an- 
cestors for ten generations had been 
born slaves. Out o£ this material he set 
about making a nation. He gave them 
laws for their government; hoproBcribed 
sanitary regulations for them to observe ; 
he instructed them in monotheiBm, 
eatabliahing in connection with his re- 
ligious teaching an elaborate ritual. But 
oven he could do little with hia host 
of ex-slaves. He led them to tlio border 
of Palestine; the time aeeined ripe to 
make them a nation ; but the apiea sent 
advance brought back alarming 
tidings. It is true, tboy said, that the 
land flows with milk and honey { bat the 



men are of great stature, and we shall be 
all slain if we attempt an invasion. The 
instinct of the slave asserted itself, and 
the people resolved to return to Egypt. 
At this juncture the genius of Moaea was 
evidenced. He notonly checked the inci- 
pient rebellion, but he led the people back 
into the desert, and kept them there for 
forty years, or until every man who had 
left Fgypt waa dead. There is no record 
of any other act so ipasterful aa this. 
One stands aghaat at the mighty person- 
ality of the man who could quell the 
niurmuringa of nearly three millions of 
people and regain their confidence. If 
he hud done no other act than this, he 
would be a unique figure in hiatory. 
When saffiolent time had passed to per- 
mit a new generation to grow up in the 
freedom of the deeert, Moses led them 
back once more to the borders of Paloe- 
tine, and, though he did not live to enter 
the promised land, the people whom he 
had served so well were able, under the 
leadership of Joahua, to sweep their 
enemies before them. 

Bat the work of Moses did not end 
with hia death. Indeed, his regenera- 
tion of the Israelites was only the 
foundation of a fabric which endures to 
this day and will probably endure as 
long 119 our preeent civiliziition lasts. 
Fully one-half the population of the 
globo, that ia those who are embraced in 
the two great systems of Christianity and 
Mohammedanism, base the greater part 
of their social economy upon the teach- 
ioga of this man. Indeed it is not too 
much to say that his rules of conduct 
form the basis of modern civilization. 
His name enuircloB the world. Tlio fol- 
lowers of the Crosa carried it Westward ; 
the followers of the Orescent carried it 
Eastward. Even when tbia ia said, we 
have not reached the full mca&uro of his 
influence. We kaow where to look for 
the descendants of tv-i-o of the tribes 
which he led out of Egypt; but we do 
not know with any degree of certainty, 
in fact we do not hiiow at all, what be- 
came of the descendants of the other ten 
tribes. There are varioua suggestions on 
thia point, to which we shall take occa- 
sion to refer at some future time, but 
juat now wo muat be content with say- 
ing that their fate is one of tho unsolved 
prd'jIemB of history. Without purauing 
t'lu subject further, and without giving 
I'lin to the imagination even in the 
alightcst degree, disregarding all that 
can tiy the most captious critics be re- 
gardeil as the invention of superstition 
or evolution of tradition, there remains 
enough in the life of Moses to place him 
easily first in the ranks of the world's 
great men. 

W'k have a letter from Idaho in which 
the writer asks for a copy of the Colon- 
ist, and says " I want to subscribe to it 
for a few months, in order to find out 
your means for transportation to Klon- 
dyke, the names of yoor bosineaa firma, 
the price of goods, etc. I want your 
paper for a few months in order to find 
out for myself what inducements the 
Victoria route offers aa an outfitting 
point, Uaelesg to tell you that dozens 
will read it." We can assure our cor- 
respondent that, though he might not 
think so from the appearance of our ad- 
vertising columns, the merchants of 
Victoria are prepared to outfit miners as 
cheajjly and aatiafactorily as anyone, 
and that tho best transportation lines 
will start from this city. By and bye 
we suppose our merchants and transpor- 
tation companies will think it worth 
while to advertise these facta.

To an}' intelligent oliserver it ia speed- 
ilj' api)arent that V^ictoria cannot fulfill 
itB natural destiny as a pleasure and 
liealtli resort and a city famous among 
tourists, without the primary necessity 
of good hotels. " Any kind of hotels 
with clean rooms and wholesome food 
will not do to attract and retain the leis- 
ure classes."

VoBB is determined that tbia 
shall not occur, and to meet in every 
way the demand for a high class house 
that is at once central, artiatically fur- 
nished, raodernly appointed and with 
all the comforts and conveniences of the 
period, he has taken over the well-known 
Hotel Victoria, at the corner of Govern- 
ment and Johnson streets, and will re- 
open it to-morrow aa an example of what 
a good hotel should be. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Voss 
last year took an extensive tour whicli 
carried him through all the cities oT the 
Eaatand beyond the seaa to the capitals 
of Europe. That tour was not without 
an obect, and that object was to obtain 
all the newest ideas in hotel e<]uipment 
and management, so that the Victoria 
shall bo behind the times in no essential.

A representative of the Colonist 
called on Hon. J. H. Turner yesterday 
at his office and requested aatatement 
from tliat gentleman in reference to the 
attacks being made upon him by the 
opposition press on account of the Brit- 
ish Columbia and Ivlondyke companies 
with which his name has been associ- 
ated. Mr. Turner said he was quite 
willing to afTord any information in his 
power, but laughin^rly remarked that aa 
he had already been tried and found 
guilty and figuratively hanged by a jury 
of editors, ho did not euppoae it was any 
use moving for a now trial after he had 
been pronounced dead and buried 

It was rather remarkable, he said 
that lie should bo made subject to so 
violent a tirade of abuse on account of 
matter that was purely a business trans 
action and within tiie right and privi 
lege of any public man. He had noth 
iug to conceal or apologize for, and when 
the proper time came was pre))ared i 
necessary to show that he had acted witl 
the greatest propriety in the matter, 
although he questioned the right of an in 
quiaitorial examination into his private 
allaira. As, however, he had been ac 
cused of traflicking with his position as 
premier for his private gain, it was a 
matter concerning which he had not the 
alightest objection to afibrd the fullest 
information. In fact, he courted the 
fullest inquiry. 

The present abuse was simply on a par 
with what he was subjected to on his re 
turn from England in 1895, and would 
be found to be a part of the same polili 
cal programme and not more substantia 
in regard to a basis of fact. The remarks 
of the English prese, which had been so 
copiously copied in tlio opposition papers 
had been instigated by interested par 
ties who had imposed on the editors of 
these papers. Anybody who knows tbe 
high plane of English journalism would 
readily understand that a suggestion of 
wrongdoing in the promotion of com 
paniea in which public men were inter 
eated would be liable to eevere criticism, 
and properly so. It was worthy of re 
mark that of the number of companies 
promoted in connection with the Klon 
dyke trade the two that hie name bad 
been asBociated with should be 
singled out for attack; and the 
unanimity and alacrity with which 
the oppoaition proES in British Co 
linnbia had taken up the subject showed 
that there waa a great deal of method in 
it. In fact, it was simply part of an or 
ganized effort on the part of the opposi 
tion, through agents in London, that 
had been carried on for several years 
and which had been several times ox- 
pofied in the House. It will be remem- 
bered what was done to baulk the float- 
ing of the parliament buildings loan and 
to discredit the floating of the public 
loan in 1805; aud the periodical attempts 
that have been made since to throw ob- 
stacles in the way of interesting capital 
the- province— ho did not wish to 
say with that single object in view, but 
to frustrate anything in that direction, 
from which it might be auppoaed tbe 
government would derive credit. These 
efforts had proved unsucceaafnl in the 
past, and the present attempt would not 
succeed any better. 

Mr. Turner said he had already in his 
poHBesaion some facts regarding the 
modus operandi of the policy that had 
been pursued in the present instance, 
and he exi)>icted shortly to bo in a posi- 
tion to give tlie public the benefit of this 
information in a more definite and 
specific way, and in the meantime he 
could afford to treat with indif- 
ference the contemptible part that 
was being played by opponents of the 
government. It was well, however, that 
the public should understand how this 
kind of campaign originated. Of course 
tiie object was to defeat the government, 
and not the avowed one of " purifying 
the polit ical atmoaphere." We all know 
how much sincerity there is in that sort 
of thing. 

"At thetimelwent to IhiglandinlSOS," 
Mr. Turner continued, " tlie opi)osition 
papers generally were complaining that 
the government was making no cllbrt to 
i^et capital in to dcveloj) the country and 
embark in industries of various kiiuls, 
especially mining. It \vaa said that 
British capital, which is much sought 
for, was doing nothing in British Col- 
umbia, and that all the mines were in 
the hands of Americans. It is ([uite 
true that it was at first very ditticult to 
induce British capitalists to take hold, 
ami that without the largo ri-'soiirces at 
their disposal little headway could be 
made, more particularly in t:uch dia- 
triota aa Trail. However, when 1 was in 
London inflnentiai parties there pro- 
posed that an effort should be made to 
form a company on a large scale, and 
while there I took a deep interest in the 
subject and devoted a great deal of time 
and energy to arousing an intercatin our 
mines, and naturally on account of my 
position I had a better opportunity 
than moat men would have to suc- 
ceed. One result of the eflbrts then 
made waa the formation of the I^illooet, 
Fr.-.ser River and Cariboo Gold 
Fields Company. Upon my return I was 
interviewed by press representatives 
about this company and to the Colc-^ist, 
I think, I gave a good many particulars 
regarding it, fatating that the list of 
thoee connected with it included the 
names of some of tbe strongest financial 
men in Europe. No sooner waa thia 
published than the Province and other 
papers took up tbe cudgels and abused 
that company and myself to no end and 
did all in their power to prevent the 
arrangements being consummated. It 
was, however, aucceaafully floated and 
haa expended several humired tbouaand 
dollars in the province, aome of it per- 
hajjs injudiciouely but a good deal of it 
very wisely. As a matter of fact, the 
tramways in Victoria and Vancouver, 
which were practically bankrupt, were 
taken over and perhaps would not today 
be in operation had it not been for the 
enterprise of the capitalists associated 
with that company, I personally reaped 
no benefit from what was accomplished, 
and it does seem rather hard that I 
afaould be abased, fori endeavouring to do 



what I conceived to he in the best 
interests of the province, and that 
companies able and willing to expend 
money in developing large enterprises 
should be characterized as they have 
been. 

"Other companies are now being 
formed in London similar in character 
and with tbe same object in view, and 
will be, if successful, for the benefit of 
British Columbia. My share ia these 
has been as before, to assist in making 
them profitable to the province. I was 
going to say that I am not more abueed 
now than I was before; but I am, be- 
cause there are more papers now than 
there were then and we are nearer a gen 
eral election. I can stand it and have 
not lost sleep over it. 

My connection with these companies 
is easily explained. The names of some 
of the gentlemen connected with them 
are known to me as those of repute and 
high standing, and when 'Mr. Pooloy and 
myself were asked to act on the advisory 
board, as living in Britiah Columbia, and 
naturally more or leas familiar with the 
requirements of such companies, we 
consented, having satisfied ourselves as 
far as posaible of the character of the 
company and tbe objects to be achieved. 
Mr. Pooley, being a corporation lawyer 
of large esijorience, and I having a prac- 
tical knowledge of the business to be 
transacted, it ia not unnatural that our 
connection might bo regarded in Eng- 
land as serviceable in locally helping to 
direct the operations auccesafulb'. Be- 
lieving that the introduction of capital 
for the purposes in view is not only de- 
sirable but very necessary, I am free to 
say chat my conscience is quite clear in 
the matter, and further that if our con- 
nection is of service in facilitating the 
promotion of such companies on a sound 
basis, I feel that we are jUBtifled in ac- 
cepting the responsibility. That is my 
view and that is the position I take, 
apart from all other conalderations aa to 
the right of a public man to engage in 
legitimate private enterprise. Of course, 
at thia distance, we cannot be held re- 
sponsible for every use of our names that 
may be made in ICngland. Promoters 
sometimes take libertiea they are not 
authorized to do ; but when called upon 
at the proper time and place we can 
show satisfactorily that we acted upon 
representations of a bona lide character 
and upon conditions that can leave no 
room for asperaiona of conduct or inten- 
tions. I think my record in British 
Columbia ia sufficient warranty of any 
statement I may make as to that, and 
will be accepted aa quite equal in value 
to anything the detractors of the govern- 
ment have vaguely hinted at. 

" I may aay just here that the British 
press and aome of thoae who are tallring 
so glibly about these mattera, have but 
a very faint conception of the magnitude 
of the Klondyke trade and requirements 
in the way of capital. I say, without 
any reflection on the standing of any 
business houses in this province, that 
there is not one in Britiah Columbia to- 
day that can afford to take out of its 
business the capital necessary to engage 
in the forwarding and transportation 
trade on a scale adequate to meet the 
demands for the coming year. When 
we consider the amount of stock, the 
length of time neceaaary to carry goods 
before receiving returns, and the great 
expense of transportation, it means the 
diversion of more capital from regular 
business in moat inatances than indi- 
vidual firms represent. If we accept 
100,000 persona as a fair estimate of tbe 
number to take care of within a few 
months- and present indications all 
uBtify such a conclusion — the problem 
of dealing with them ia a serious 
one. One hundred thousand ia a great 
army, nearly equal to the present 
white population of the province, and 
such a sudden acceaaion to the demand 
to be supplied cannot be fully appreci- 
ated at the present time. Wo need all 
the additional capital we can get to na- 
ist provincial firms to which it will be 
accessory, and the companies now bo- 
ng promoted in lOngland, including the 
two with which my name lias been asso- 
ciated, will, if properly handled and well 
directed by local advisers, play an im- 
portant part in the development of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the Yukon, 

" That ia all, I think, I have to aay in 
the matter."

THAT LOST MAN. 

Hlbst'a Disappearance Recalls tbe Deatii of 
Clarke and Braden Some Years 
Fast. 

In regard to the disappearance of E. 

Hibst on the Homaiko river, news 
f which waa published yesterday, .Sup- 
rintendent Husaey, of the provincial 
police has received a letter from .1. F. 
Carbutt, of Carbutt i Blanchfield, Wad- 
ington harbor. The information in 
thia letter practically tallies with the 
larticulars published yesterday. The 
etter was written on November 12 and 
has only now been received. Just what 
Htens can be taken by the department at 
l)re'sent to find traces of the miesing 
man do not seem apparent. The 
whole country muBt by this time 
covered with snow and there 
would be the greateat difficulty 
making a search. It may be 
recalled, too, that several years ago a 
oujiln of men named Clarke and Braden 
iaajjpeared somewhere in the same dis- 
trict, and .Stanley Smith was engaged 
by the iiroviiicial police department to 
make search for them. After a long 
and wearisome journey, a few articles 
such as a cap and other personal effects 
were found, but never a trace of the bod- 
ies from that day to thia. However, it 
is possible that a man will be aent up to 
make in.iuiriea in the present inatance; 
but there does not aeem to be mucli 
chance of aucceae, eapecially alnce 
Messrs, Graham, Ingalla and Hartrum 
have already been nnaucceaaful.

A^. Timely.' Chapter on' " The Genesis 
' " ■ of Gold Fields Law in 
Aasira,lia." 



Consideration of Contriijutidus to 
Bevenue Which the State May 
Properly Exact. 



(From the Coinblll Magazluo for Novemberi) 

The eventful year 1851. TcBDBporta- 
tion of convicts has ceased. The squat- 
ters and larmerB employed free labor, 
though the ticket-of-leave holders weie 
efficient workera. Cattle and Bherp 
were plentiful and low in price, when, 
in the autumn, the diacovery of gold in 
lifew South Wales startled the old world 
and the new. 

Sir Charles Fitzroy, the governor, and 
thB :;olonial secretary of New South 
Walea, the late Sir Edward Deaa Thom- 
son, in conversatiun witli Mr. John 
Hardy, police magistrate of Parramatta, 
happened to atuto tliat in consequence 
of thia uurprising event and tlie rapiil 
massing of population recruited from all 
sources, having regard also to tliu dis- 
turbance of industrial relations, they 
were in doubt as to tlieir policy. 

" Give me ten of the old mounted 
police," said Mr. Hardy. " I will go 
with them to Ophir and guarantee to 
maintain order at ' the diBgiuKa.' " 

" What are yourqualificationa for such 
a poat?" it was asked. 

" Oh, I don't know," replied Mr. 
Hardy, a resolute, original and humor- 
ous personage; "set a thief to catch a 
thief, if you like." This unofEcial 
answer apparently satisfied bis superiors 
that he would be " the right man in the 
right place." And such he unquestion- 
ably was — cool, prompt and bold— p.cting 
in difficult eniorgonciea with that "ad- 
mirable firmneaa and discretion " which 
has since distinguiahed so many of those 
valuable and experienced otHciala — tlie 
goldflelda commieaioners of New South 
Wales — who for nearly half a century 
have added lustre to the New Soutli 
Wales civil service. 

He received his orders, and within a 
week was on the road witli his ten 
troopers, and Mr. Essincton King, an 
old friend, whom at Government House 
on the Queen's birthnight ball he had 
invited to accompany him. Arrived at 
Bathurst they found that all the magis- 
trates, with nearly the whole able-bodied 
population, "had eone to.the diggings " ; 
they were told that the police would 
have their ears cut off and wonid suffer 
all manner of violent treatment directly 
they showed themselvea on the "dig- 
ginga." Thia " canard " they regarded 
not at all. 

Major Wentworth, inspector of police 
at Bathurst, was so anxious for their 
aafety that he sent ten mounted con- 
Btablea, in black hats and long-tailed 
coata, to help to protect tliem. How- 
ever, when camped for dinner, Mr. 
Hardy remarked " that he thought he 
would spare them to go back and pro- 
tect Bathurst." To which city they re- 
turned, perhaps not all unwillingly. 

They reached "Ophir" the name 
given to the aettlement of miners, on 
Summer Hill creek, in the evening, 
camping in an adjacent gully in a truly 
unostentatious manner. A man was 
sent to the butchers to buy a sheep for 
supper, and they made themselves as 
comfortable as possible under the cir- 
cumatancea, conaidering that they had 
no tent, and were without bedding of 
any description. 

Early next morning, Mr. Hardy, at- 
tended by trooper Flannagan only, went 
down the creek to collect license fees. 
The monthly licenae fees had been fixed 
at thirty shillings. He found no difli- 
eulty — nearly every man paid down his 
money. A party cf five having 
declined, he sent them up to 
the camp to await his return. 
They had no money ; upon which state- 
ment they were released with a warning 
to ' be ready when the commiesioners 
called the next morning. Thia of course 
he did not do. Manifestly he could only 
get the fees from those who had money. 
To commence with a prosecution would 
have been bad policy. Still, few escaped 
payment who wore duly liable. 

A copy ia appended of the first gold 
license granted in Australia :

The hearer ( IticliMnl I!oe) luiviug p:iiil to 
ine llie Huru ul' uiif poiuiil ten ahiliinf,'S, on 
account of the territorial revenue, 1 here- 
by authorize liiin to dif^, search I'or, and re- 
move Kold, within aueli crown land.s in tliis 
county of Bathurst as I shall assign to him 
for that purpose during the month ol' May, 
1851. This license must be pnidueed wheii- 
ever demanded by mo, or other persdu act- 
ing under the autixority of government. 
(Signed) J. K. H,utUY, J. P. 

Commissioner. 

On the night of arrival a miner came 
to camp to deposit a nugget for eafety. 
After lie left, Hardy and Mr. Iviiig ex- 
amined it by the tiro-light, with much 
curiosity. Was it really gold'.' Wliat 
was its value? An old medicine clieat 
with a half ounce weight (Troy) was in 
camp. With this, using thebullete sup- 
plied by the troopora, it was computed 
to weigh about eighteen ounces. Next 
morning the owner ofTered it for sale. 
Mr. Hardy, of course, could not pur- 
chase being a government ofiicer. Mr. 
King, then unattached, ofTered him £50. 
($260), which he accepted. He sent 
it to Sir Charles Fitzroy to be forwarded 
to the Queen. This, was done; and with- 
in a year afterwards Her Gracioua Ma- 
jesty cauaed to me remitted the aum of 
itil 10a. in payment, aay .'f320. 

Mr. King remained in camp for a fort- 
night, buying in that time about 1,500 
ounces of gold at from ,C2 10a. to £3 Cs. 
j)or ounce, which he carried to Sydney 
in a valise, riding his famous thorough- 
bred hackney ' Coniot," and sold it at a 
I)rotit of 7a. Oil. per ounce ; it was wortli 
more, but at that time no one know the 
exact value of the gold. He had in- 
tended to return, but having accepted 
the appointment of naaiatant gold-flelda 
commiaaioner, went to the colonial Pec- 
retary, the late Sir Edward Haaa 
TiiOmBon, for instruotions. He gave 
none in detail, but authorized him 
to proceed to the Turon gold field, then 
jnat discovered, to keep the peace (being 
already a nnigiatrate), collect licenae 
foea, antl do generally as to him and 
Mr. Chief Conimissionor Hardy seemed 
fitting. Mr. C. H. Green hiid been in 
the interim appointed to "Ophir." 
Mr. King's was the third appoiutment 
therefore, in a department which has 
grown to be ao extensive and importanti' 



When Mr. King commenced work at the 
Turon (from August the first to the end 
December 1891), Mr. Hardy aent over 
aergeanta Bagnell and Grice, and troopera 
■ Saunders, Flannagan, Macdonald and 
Croker. He enlisted two aboriginals— 
Georgey and Billy Suttor.' The former 
was promoted to the rank of ' corporal,' 
and in couaequence, his 'gin ' was ofli- 
ci.illy addresied in tlie cami) as ' Mra. 
Cor|)lar Suitor.' 

< Uummiesioner King's management 
was eminently euccett-ful, " lor which," 
he Bays, " I have largely to thank the 
members of the ' Old Mounted Police,' 
more particularly Sergeant Grice — their 
efficiency, courage and discretion being 
beyond all praise in the trying position 
in which they were placed." The 
newly appointed ruler devised 
workable ' regulations for the divi- 
sion of mining olaims and. the 
maintenance of order. , He granted a 
publican's license to any man of decent 
character who would conform to a some- 
what unic]ue ukase— that the front of 
Ilia building ehould be Iniilt of slabs 
that would stand preaaure. The police 
thua knew the lioldera of licenaes, and 
could supervise their management. The 
miners would have grog, and surely it 
was wiser to permit free trade and open 
revelry than to wink at illegal and clan- 
destine tippling. 

Nevorthelesp, in such a community, 
" sly groc selling " could not bo extir- 
pated wholly. A liush on the top of a 
tent polo meant " spirits for sale here." 
There were other secret devices — peripa- 
tetic grog shops. Men walked through 
the diggings with tin vesaela under their 
serge ahirta, fitted with a cock on one 
aide for rum and on the other 
for brandy, drawing off giaaaea 
as required. When detected these were 
confiscated and broken up " the owners 
warned that they were known to the 
police." Mr. King waa found fault with 
by a member of the legislative council 
in Sydney for licensing ao many public 
houses, but ho carried on the iiolicy as 
long as he was permitted, and, under 
similar circumstancea, though a foe to 
intemperance, no doubt would do it 
again. Many illegally equitable acts 
at that time were done on the 
commissioner's own responsibility, but 
as Mr. Wentworth said " farthing dum- 
agea will always protect him." Appar- 
ently they did, as no litigants ever at- 
tempted to get any. The police broke 
up a cradle now and then, but only in 
those casea when a digger swam the 
Turon and laughed at them from the 
other side, boldly defying authority. 

It might be said, why not proceed 
against them by summons? For one 
thing, the commissioner had no dun- 
geona handy, nor could he afford' to lose 
a day punishing a single offence. This 
aort of thing righted itaelf, and with 
aix thousand thiuers or more there really 
was very little trouble on the Turon. 
Mr. King remained in charge till the 
end of the year 1851, when he was trans- 
ferred to Braidwood, having been pro- 
moted to the appointment of coinmis- 
aioner for Southern " Gold Fielda." 
Soon afterwards the following gentlemen 
were appointed assistant commissioners : 
Messrs. William Johnson, Lieutenant 
Zouch, A. D. Broughton, H. Whitty, 
Hugh tiamilton and Edward Browne, 
of whom Mr. King ia the only man 
now alive. 

The laat half year of 1851 waa marked 
by strange and eventful acenea, but 
the Commissioners managed to collect 
licenseB and preserve order without 
blame from the Government or collision 
with the miner — no trifling matter. 
For consider, they had no regulations, 
no Gold-fields Act and as the whole 
complex aystem of Statutory Gold-fields 
management had to be initiated, it must 
be conceded they were exceptionally 
fortunate. 

With regard to the pay and receipt 
division, all accounts were kept as if on 
a large pastoral station. When at the 
end of the year the accounts were for 
warded to the auditor general, he rs 
turned them, requiring printed vouchers 
for each item of expenditure. Camp 
ofliciala were not aurpriaed, aa many of 
them were written on piecea of newa 
paper, or the envelopes of letters, though 
perfect in detail. They were re-enclosed 
with a letter to the efifect that it was im 
possible to alter them. Eventually the 
legislative council authorized the auditor 
general to pass them in their officially 
imperfect state. 

Much risk waa necessarily incurred in 
dispatching the parcels of gold received 
from the miners, by escort to Sidney. 
There were no hooka and often aix or 
seven thousand ounces were sent away 
in sixty or seventy parcels, made up ia 
every conceivable manner and packed in 
leather saddle bags. The only loss that 
ever occurred was a lot in three match 
boxes containing six ounces each. These 
were lost between Turon and Bathurst, 
and Mr. John Want, the owner, 
had unfortunately to nuffer to that 
amount. 

The town of Sofala waa commenced 
by Mr. King. The church also, under 
his tenure of office, was moat literally 
and practically inaugurated liy the 
Bishop of the Diocese, the commission- 
ers digging boles for the corner posts 
while Bishop Broughton himself, in full 
canonicals, handled a pick. 

There waa no jail at the Turon ; it was, 
therefore, neceeaary to improvise a place 
of detention. To this end a long slab 
building was erected, down the middle 
of which waa passed a stout chain, or 
rather several of the bullock chains of 
the period. 

To these, on either side, prisoners 
were handculled but in such fashion as 
to be able to lie on their beds. On Sun- 
day morning, on which day a cart with 
two horses waa usually sent to Sofala 
to bring home the drunk and 
diaordorly it was mostly full but 
not always with working men. 
A gold buyer of intemperate habits came 
one afternoon to the camp to deliver his 
purchases for escort. A trooper general- 
ly met and lielped him to unload. One 
day, mucli beinnsaecl with beer, he 
was seen to ai)proach trying to hold 
Ilia treasure bags on his sad- 
dle, but dropping them by the wtiy. 

He stumbled into the catiip tent only 
to fall asleep. His gold waa taken from 
him and sent on to Sydney; when he 
awoke at daylight ho wondered much 
where he was, and even more where bis 
gold had got to. Ho waa fortunate in 
his choice of a resting place. On Mr. 
King's first appointment Mr. W. 
C. Wentworth and Captain Battyo, 
of the Eleventh Regiment, rode with 
him as far as Bathurst. On Iklonnt Vic- 
toria they passed a party oi diggers mak- 
ing their way from Sydney. They recog- 
a'mi Mr, Wentworth, and called out: 
"Well! old Billy Wentworth!" That 
gentleman took no notice further than 
to remark, "Thifl gold ia the greatest 
leveller we have ever had." 

No disrespect was probably intended 
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to a distinguished colonist, always hon- 
ored as a champion of the public rights. 
The speaker probably thought it an op- 
portune time for proclaiming the reign 
of universal brotherhood, in a jocu- 
lar, fraternal manner, the de- 
duction, like others made at the 
time, was imperfect, for in none of the 
Australian colonies is greater deference 
paid to rank and position, so long as the 
wearers preserve their self respect, than 
in New South Wales. 

The first police case tried on a gold 
field in Australia waa at the Turon, in 
July, 1851. Mr. Hardy and Mr. King 
conatituted the bench of magiatratea. 
Mary Jonea (let ua aay) .versus Mary 
Smith, for aaaault. Thus early in gold 
fields history did the woman's rights 
question agitate society. 

Plaintifif avered that during a heated 
argument, defendent had resorted to 
primative methods, by etriking her in 
the face. Defendant's eoUcitor con- 
tended that the Bench had no juriadic- 
ti la, Sofala not having been proclaimed a 
p. ace where petty seaaione might beheld. 
Mr. Hardy promptly overruled thia ob- 
jection ; how could ho tell whether it was 
80 or not? Defendant had taken the law 
into her own hands. The bench would 
do the same, to the extent of 
fining her £5. Defendant's aol- 
icitor paid under jirotest at 
theao high-handed proceeding. Mr. 
Hardy very properly permitted no one 
at that atage of Goldfield'a management 
to question hia authority, which, before 
the paasingof latter acts, was practically 
unlimited. An autocratic commiaaioner 
once summarized the position, by calmly 
replying to a dissatisfied querist, " I avi 
Uie law.' 

John Bichard Hardy was beyond all 
doubt exceptionally adapted to hia en- 
vironment ; no less by the exerciae of a 
rare admixture of firmneaa and diacre- 
tion, than by hia just conception of the 
relative duties of the atate and the indi- 
vidual in their unprecedented connec- 
tion. This will be, perhaps, more clearly 
apparent from hia evidence befoie the 
Gold Fielda Committee of the Legislative 
Council of Xew South Wales in 1855: — 

Question 17. By the Chairman: The 
great object of these regulations is the 
maintenance of order at the diggijigs and 
the obtainnieiit (sic) of as much revenue as 
can be collected from the gold? 

AiiHwer. Tliu object m the inaiutenance 
of order and the colkiction oflhu revenue 
that the govoruniout has lixed. 

(iuestioii 18. By the Colonial Secretary : I 
suppose the object is to get the fixed Uceiisu 
fee? 

Answer. Yea. By the maintenance of 
order, I mean the carrying out of ordinary 
police rogulationH uud the rendering opera- 
tive of the luwa of the country aa lar as 
I'etty Session, Courts of Kequest, and so on 
are concerned. 

vjuestiou 19. The settlement of disputes 
as to bouudarios? 

Answer. Yes. 

(iui'Slion 21. Has il occurroii to yciu that 
over and above the revenue sullicieiit to 
muiutaiu the establishments for these pur- 
[MDses, 5t would 1)0 (lesiral)le to obtain a rev- 
enue from the gold applicable to other and 
more general purposes ? 

Answer. That Involves the (|uestioii 
whether the government ought to get as 
much as they could, or wnethor they ought 
to be contented with less than they could 
get if they were to go to the extent of their 
power. 

(luostiou 22. By Mr. Wentworth: I taUe 
it lliat Ihiue can be no doubt but that llie 
gold lields are the i)ri)perty of the public? 

Answer: Yes ; the gold Held is— but the 
golti is not; tlial is, the f^old l)rou;;lit lo the 
surface by uiau's industry. I cannot con- 
ceive tlie justice of taxinu' one tiuin more 
than aiiothc'i', or why the gold-diggers 
slioiild be taxed more than the rest of the 
coniniunity, always supposing that they 
repay the expenses which the government 
is put to by their occupation of tlie gold 
lields. Tlie gold is underground, and 
woukl remain there but for the work ot 
these men. Their industry brings it to 
light.iu llu! same way that the llcece of 11 
llock'is brought to the market by tlio iu- 
dustry of till' squatter, and the produce of 
the lield by the industry of the farmer. 

(jiicstinu 2;i. Would not that doctrine 
strike at the root of all royalJes or taxes 
ujion this occupation ? 

Answer. 1 luive nothing to do with that. 

tjiic'stion Do you not think that it 
should bo our object to obtain as much 
revenue as can bo obtained beneficially. 

Answer. Yes, but beneficially is a word 
of wide meaning. You may get a large 
revenue, but it might be more benelicial lo 
get a siraller one. 

It will bo seen that just forty years 
ago the clear head and logical mind of 
the lirat Australian gold fielda commis- 
sioner evolved two leading principlea, 
viz. that, aa the diggers already paid the 
revenue by the uae of exciaable articles 
their full proportion, they should not 
pay more than others. 

Secondly, that the local oxpeniJcs to 
which their occupation gave riae ahould 

be paid by speoial locaU. taxation 

It seems almost incredible in the light 
of after events that any political party 
should have advocated the obstruction 
of the gold-fields. Yet, unmindful of 
the legend of King Canute, thia ia what 
eminent coloniata like Wentworth and 
Jamea Macarthur did. Holding that

the progresB of gold mining would be in 
jurioua to the great agricultural and 
greater pastoral interests, they organ- 
ized a gold-fields committee for the pur 
pose of strict inquiry into their manage- 
ment, and of placing restrictione, 
if necessary, upon the privileges 
of the " chartered libertines " tlie 
diggers. But in their chief commis- 
sioner the mining committee bad an 
advocate difBcalt to answer and impossi- 
ble toi browbeat, even to use his own 
words, " in hie hour of peril, the bitter- 
ness of oflicial death imminent." Here 
was a man of men, indeed, a colonist to 
be proud oi'. With Wa appointment 
trembling in the balance he dared to 
oppose the political mai^nates of the 
land, to withstand, in the interests of an 
unpopular class of laborers, a phalanx 
led by the ablest advocate in Australia, 
perhaps the strongest Jpersonality in all 
the colonies. 

But the man who, supported but by a 
handful of police troopers, had shown 
himself capable of controlling the fierce 
adventurers whom the tidings of treas- 
ure-trove had lured to untrodden wastes, 
was not to be dislodged from his posi- 
tion. He ridiculed the notion as bar- 
barous, that the goldflelda should be 
loolsed upon aa a great source 
of public revenue and the magnifi- 
cent results gained from wresting from 
the earth her long buried treasure should 
not be tarnished by robbing labor of its 
just reward. Policy, prudence and the 
necessity of the caao, as well as abstract 
justice demanded that the gold digger 
should follow hia occupation without let 
or hindnmco, so long as he interfered not 
with the public good ; nor should his 
productive industry lie taxed beyond 
that of other men. These positions 
were uuunswerabiy defended before the 
council. 

One of tho last questions asked of Jlr. 
Hardy (No. 228) was: " If it were possible 
bv any means to obtain a greater amount 
of revenue from the gold lielda, you would 
not K!iy it was impolite 

Answer. "Yes. for everything •.mjus:t in 
|(rincii)le is impolitic, and I consider it un- 
just.'' 

lie sums up the quaestio voxala thus : 
" My conclusion is this; gold diggers have 
a right to dig for gold, subject to regula- 
tions for the management of the golii Held. 
It is for the government to render the ne- 
cessary payment certain, iiMjiartial and suf- 
ficient." 

There is no doubt but that a rooted feel- 
ing of opposition to the development of the 
gold-liculs animated the members of ilie 
committee. They had come to a conclu- 
sion not wholly unjustilied by the appar- 
ent trend of matters, that unrosti ioted gold 
digging on crown lands would disorganize 
the great industries of tho country. 

Mr. Kssington King is asked : "Whether 
it Wijuid be practicable to make a general 
law prohibiting gold digging during the 
bcep-sbearing, harvesting and ploughing 
seasons?" 

Major Wentwoi'th is asked, " Whether 
it would not be desirable to compel all per- 
sons, before getting licenses, to swear that 
they were not runaway servants?" 

Air. Gideon Lang is asked whether dig- 
ging should not be stopped between shear- 
ing and harvest? 

In short, Mr. Hardy asserts, " the dislike 
of tlie committee to the very name of gold 
field is only to heparalled by the feelings of 
the more ignorant of the people of Mel- 
bourne against the squatters." 

Although at the time antagonistic to the 
si)irii and constitution of the committee by 
whose inllnenco he was removed from 
ollice, Mr. Hardy does full justice to the 
late t^ir lOdward Deas Thomson, at that 
colonial secretary. 

" Let not the colonists," ho says, " how- 
ever sensible of his shortcomings, forget 
timt at a critical moment, beset by adverse 
inlluences, he siennned a torrent that 
would have overwhelmed a weaker man. 
If he had yielded to the retrograde party 
that urgetl Mm to ' shut up,' or at any cost 
to obstruct the occupation of the gold 
lields, if he had shown n grasi)ing 
or narrow spirit, what might not have iiai)- 
])ened? Hut he was cipial to the occasion, 
lie recognized the true policy of the time, 
and swerved not an inch from the straight 
path. I am not giving him the merit of 
the orL'anization of the gold lields or tlieir 
settlciiient in peace and good order for ten 
long years, 'i'liat, and the suggestion of 
the ju'ineiple on which they sliould he oc- 
cupied, belongs to me alone. But he was 
quick to see what true policy required, and 
lieeded not foolish or timid counsels, 
numerous as they were. 

Mr. Hardy in the last page of his pani- 
pblet does lull justice to his coadjutor dur- 
ing the unsettled period from the birth of 
Gokl-lield Law, in 1851, to his resignation 
in 1S.")7. llet-avs: "When Weiilwortli A: 
" Co. stilppe<l 'tin; lale Chief (iold (.'0111- 
" jui.ssioner of bis mantle it fell upon one 
" in tlic south country fully worthy to be 
" invested with it ; one who possesses ill an 
" eminent degree judgment, temper, good 
" sense and lirmiu'ss, doing liia duty al- 
" ways successfully, but without ostenta- 
" lion, to whom ibe digging population 
" would universally e.xclaini ' King, live 
" forever!' " 

I'"orly yi^ars have passed since these 
words wi're written, furly years since the 
writc-r Willi bis li^n troopers and a (comrade 
took ollicial eliargc of the lirsl gold lield in 
Australia, llowju.sl, liow curiously accu- 
rate was his grasp of tbi' situation later 
events have abundantly proved. He per- 
haps overrated tho general expenses of gold 
field inaiiagement, doubting whether the 
monthly license of il lOs. jier man 
should be reduced, and calculating 
that oiu' coiiuniKsioner and a jiarty of 
ten ijolice would always be found necessary 
for every thousiinil men on a gold lieUl. 
He nii;;iit have lived to see in 1871 (Uie 
eonimissloner ruling ten thousand iiiiiiiu's 
with the aid of a small detiiclimeut of 
police, olliecicd by a hiil]-iiis|H'ctor au<l a 
scrgi-anl , the lirciise Ice rcduccil lo tlper 
anuuni, to be lurlli'-r rcduci'd in al'icr years 
to ten sliillingH, and but live shillings lor 
the latter hall iif ilic twelve months,' " 

The successful eslablishmen of gold lields 
law, of which ho was tlie uiiducstioned 
[lionccr and administrator, lasted Witiiout 
dissatisfaction or disturbance until 1801. 
Then th(! riot at ' Lambing Pint ' took place, 
the luoximate cause being the uiiclieclced 
iullux of Chinese who swarmed over the 
richest inilches to tho detriiiieiit of the 
Kuropean ]jopiilation. 

With regard to the jiersonnel of flic (lold- 
lields CoinniLs.'jioners of New Boutli Wales. 
Mr. Hardy's words are noteworthy, I 
know nothing more remarkable in the cir- 
cle of sooial iiicts than this, that though 
the Cold Commissioners appeared anioncst 
the diggers with tho unfavorable " prest- 
ige" of tax-gatlierers, they were universally 
jioiiular and welcomed as the jirotectors 
and just arbiters of l.ne gcdd-lields. 
The thousands of disputes that then arose 
were settled without the delay, tho e.\- 
pensfl, tbe'^tediouB formality that impedes

the course of justice in other placps— sub 
Jove pluvio, in triviis et quadriviis. The wit- 
nesses necessarily on the fjround and nil 
tho neighbors, the jury de cirounistantibus, 
interested in a just decision, and present to 
assist at a just determination. 

Ill order to inspire coiilidencc, aa Mr, 
Hardy well says, tlie administrators ol 
gold field law must necessarily be men 
whose birth, ohar^otert . and. antecedents 
w*cre sucli^as to command respect. No 
choice could have been happier than thai 
made of the chief gold coiiiiuissioner anc; 
his lirst lieutenant. Mr. King. 

Mr. Hardy, as a B. A. of Oxford, a police 
magistrate, and an experienced colonist 
was einineiitly well fitted for tho position 
A man of oufturo as well as of practica 
knowledge he was enabled to take a logica 
view of the manifold perplexities by which 
he was surrounded. 

Ho justified the wisdom of the appoint- 
ment by the most prophetic forecast which 
lie had made of the future of tho Australian 
gold lields. Prompt, fearless, energetic and 
unprejudiced, he was the very man for tlio 
chief commissioner of a gold liold in its 
initial stages. Mr. Essingtoii King was 110 
less fortunately fitted to work with and 
under such a chief. A native-born Aus- 
tralian, belonging hereditarily to a race of 
rulers, the son of a gallant admiral, also an 
Australian by birth, and the grandson of 
the governor of that name, he' well de- 
served the sympathy of his countryman 
WHO largely leavened'tlie toiling crowds. 

Born of a family thus honorablj'' distin 
guialied, cool, disiiassioiiate, and deter- 
mined, he moved among the strangely 
compacted host an uiicballenged ruler anil 
judge. Other {jentlemeii lield the same 
appointment with credit to ihi mselves and 
satisfaction to the nublio, in the long years 
which succeeded the first night's camp on 
the creek Hat at" Opliir. " Other laws, acts 
and regulations succeedi'd their simple 
rules, as the gold won by man's industry 
from tlu! Australian wilds swelled in value 
from thousaiuls to niillioii.s of iiounds 
sterling, and the great Department 
of Mines with stately buildiiigB, minister 
and under - secretary, geologists and 
clerks gradually arose" But to the men 1 
have mentioned is due the credit of iniatory 
success in the gold fields management. 
They were the pioneers— the precursors of 
a line of distinguished civilians of who.'fo 
brilliant administration anv country might 
be proud. Of Harold Maclean, George 
O'AIalley Clarke, William and Wliittiiig- 
dalo JoliiiEoii, Captain Browne, Haiiioii 
Massie- cum multis aliis, men who in the 
hour of danger, surroundtd by excited 
crowds, were cool and cheerful, niid whose 
discretion was invariably equalled by their 
unfiinching determination. 

It should never be forgotten that to the 
early gold fields commissioners ol New 
South Wales is due tlie gloryof having, un- 
der innumerable dilliculties, administered 
justice, preserved law and ordt'i-, and dis- 
tributed treasure almost incalculable, the 
whole withovit suspicion of unfairness, and 
for more than ten years without disonleror 
distrust. ThrouglKjut their whole term of 
ollici! the executive power of the law of the 
land, with but one exception, was never 
imperilled or weakened. No mob law, 
no hasty executions dishonored a Brit- 
ish community. Evil-doers were pniiislied, 
justice was done, crime was expiated, but 
strictly in accordance with British juris- 
pruileiico and procedure. While from one 
end of the continent of Australia to the 
other, fnjm plantations where the Kanuna 
uiuler a tropic sun cutsi the sugar cane, to 
that far western gold lield of unparalleled 
richness where the Afghan's camel kneels 
— perhaps mainly for and 011 account of 
their strong and sensible initiatory action, 
I'jnglish law and English justice are as 
strongly guarded to-day 08 in the heart of 
the groat Mother land.

The case of aggravated aaaaalt brought 
by J, A. Lawrence ai;ainat John Ktom 
took a decidedly eenaational tarn yeater- 
day in the police court, when it became 
very evident that perjury had been com- 
mitted on one side or the other. Mr. 
-Lawrence was recalled during the hear- 
ing and stated that he bad always paid 
up hla employees every week. Then 
Lim Tong, the Chinese cook, who could 
tell nothing of the affray on the previous 
day, waa put on the atand. 

Lim Tong again said he had seen uotli- 
ing of the row. He alao said that hohad 
not had any converaation about the row 
with a man named Goller, a confectioner 
in Mr. Lawrence'a employ. 

John Krom, the accused, gave evi- 
dence in hia own behalf, stating that the 
trouble had ariaen out of the fact that he 
complained to Mrs. Lawrence that he 
had no eggs for making cakea. Krom 
maintained that he had never had a 
knife in his hand during the trouble, 
and that Lawrence bad first pushed 
him, the two of them falliuK against a 
table and breaking aome glaaaware. 
Hia hand was cut, hia abirt torn and hia 
watch chain broken in the atruegle. 
When the witness told Lawrence he 
would complain to the police, Lawrence 
hit him on the aboulder. Krom then 
raised hie hand to strike, and Lawrence 
ran away. 

Some amusement waa caused when the 
lawyer for the defence eeemed to doubt 
that Krom, who is rather a email man, 
waa a match lor a large man like Mr, 
Lawrence. 

" You just give me a chance right 
here, said Krom, "and I'll show you 
who is the better man." 

The witness in croaa-examination said 
he had offered to pay the Chineae cook 
for the day's wages he lost if he would 
come to the court to gi7e evidence. 

At thia stflge of the proceedings— the 
prosecution having put in all their teati 
mony— the magistrate intimated that 
there waa no necessity for proloDging 
the case as he would diemisB it unless 
the defence really wanted to put in any 
special evidence, 

Mr. Frank Higgins for the defence, 
however, asked and obtained leave to 
continue. 

He called William Goller a confec' 
tioner, who had been employed at Law- 
rence's, and whoao evidence proved de- 
cidedly aenaational. Goller aaid that 
there were not aufUcient materials 
for Krona to work with and 
that the witness had found difliculty 
In getting his wages. He bad driven itp 
to the door in the delivery wagon just as 
the row was in progress and saw LaW' 
rence pushiaq Ivrom. In contradiotion 
of Liin Tonp's evidence, Goller said he 
had been told by the Ohinaman after 
the row that Lawrence had offered him 
money to aay that Krom used the knife 
when Mrs. Lawrence was in the kitchen 
Lawrence the night after the row had 
alao said to the witness; 

" Won't you say the baker had a 
tnife?" 

At this Mr. Lawrence jumped up in 
court and exclaimed: 

" This is really going too far. I can 
prove that thia young man never saw 
anvthing of the trouble." 

ilr. Higgins — " You are not under 
oatli." 

"I can't stand thia," retorted Mr. 
Lawrence. 

" Well, then leave the court," replied 
the hiwyer for the defence. 

Quiet bring restored the witness went 
on : 

" Lawrence told me if I aaid I eaw the 
baker with a knife he would give me a 
steady job at $8 a week. I said I would 
see about it, and left the store." 

"Thia ia a pure invention as lean 
prove," said Mr. Lawrence again rising 
from his seat in court. 

The magistrate explained that Mr. 
Lawrence could havo hia remedy in an- 
other court, but it had nothinj; to do 
with what the present case was for

BALANCE OF POWER, 

To THE Editor : — Never at any time 
was thia subject of more importance 
than in the present day, as evidenced by 
the watchfulness shown at any move- 
ment tending to endanger present equi- 
librium. In the past we have notable 
instancea of disregard for such couuider- 
ations by attempts made for univcreal 
dominion, by that of ancient Eome, leav- 
ing little for grateful remembrance ; that 
of Phillip the2nd of Spain, ending in de- 
feat of Ilia armada, and that of Napo- 
leon, terminating in hia exile at St. 
Helena, It would almost seem by these 
reaults aa if it was in the order of provi- 
dence that such ambitiousdesigns should 
not aucceed. At the present time there 
ia much unreal amongst the nations, in 
all being ao fully armed and in such bel- 
ligerent attitude. From France, which 
in the past has been ao troublesome an 
clement, since that affair at Sedan, there 
ia no longer heard that oft-repeated as- 
surance of Louis Napoleon's "that the 
Kmpire is peace." But Germany ia 
manifesting desire for new territory, 
which the present weakened condition of 
Austrio-Hungarian troubles, and prob- 
able death at no distant date of Austria's 
aged Emperor, without an heir, serve to 
encourage and to excite desire for addinc 
part of Austria to the German iunpire ; 
and, morever, that any lack of adapta- 
tion in HoUand'a young Queen, that 
Holland also, with its sea port, would be 
a valuable aciiuisition to C4erniany, 
Verily, Germany is one of those nations 
whose ambition might endanger present 
balance of power. 

Then again Cuba'a unsettled condition 
is another dieturbing element, showing 
very plainly that America's lillibuater- 
iiig means a desire for ita possession, 
and which obtained in connection with 
the annexation of Hawai, would be that 
addition which would increase tho 
appetite with what it fed upon, " coming 
events cast their shadows before." 

But all such matters sink into insignlQ- 
can CO compared to that of Ruasia's well 
known deaire for possession of Constau 
tinople. Thia desire the. legacy be 
queathed in tho will of Peter tho Cireat 
has never been forgotten. It showed 
itself forcibly in that arinigtico for peace, 
when Xapoleori and Alexander met on 
the raft at Tilsit, of vvliich Napoleon 
when at St. Helena said the one object 
of Ivuseia's emperor expreseed desire 
was to obtain ])osBe,saion of Constanti- 
nople, and that granted, France might 
have her own way. That desire waa 
again exhibited after tho defeat of 
Turkey at Plevna, only that Great 
Britain, with Disraeli at the helm, for 
bade it. But this desire though baliled 
off. in being be(iueated from sire to son, 
still continues to exist as prominent 
part of Eussia's programme. But of 
which fact other nations are so jealous 
of Great Britain that they leave her in 
her isolation to contend against, as if it 
W!>H only our country that was con- 
cerned, forgetting that Iluasia, once in 
jjosaeseion of Constantinople, the dea- 
tinea of the world would be altered, and 
a new map of iCurope have to bo made 
to suit Russia's domination. 

To protect heraolf against these troubles 
Great Britain haa had to duplicate her 
navy to that of tho combined power of 
any other two nations from the feeling 
that notwithstanding tho bravery of her 
army as especially shown in India and 
tlie Soudan, her main aoarce of stiength 
ia In the navy'.' 

" Britannia needs no bulwark. 
No towers along the ateep, 
Hor marcli is o er the mountain wave, 
Her home is on the deep."
